Review February 
Wheat Situation 


The prices of all wheats at Liver- 
pool are around 4 cents a bushel low- 
er now than they were a month ago. 
The prime cause of this no doubt has 
been the extra weight of the new Ar- 
gentine wheat, which is beginning to 
make its volume felt upon world mar- 
kets. . 


The markets of the world are now 
burdened with large quantities of un- 
sold- wheat, which, of course, is de- 
pressing price. This situation is in- 
duting sore persons to endeavor to 
devise ways and means of reducing 
future wheat production, so that the 
world’s present amount of effective 
demand will gradually absorb the ex- 
isting surplus. 

Instead of attempting to remedy the 
situation by bringing about an artifi- 
cial scarcity, which would be so harm- 
ful:to our farmers, we suggest that 
time would be better spent in plan- 
ning to make the surplus wheat more 
easily available to the people of the 
world who, we are _ authoritatively 
told, so badly need it.

Albertans Paying 
10,142 Pensioners 


Old-age pensions are being paid to 
10,142 persons in Alberta, of whom 
1,134 are in Edmonton, according to 
Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial treas- 
urer. 

Payments made to pensioners dur- 
ing the year amounted to $2,181,- 
852.93, of which amount the Domin- 
ion government pays 75 per cent, the 
province paying 15 per cent and the 
municipalities 10 per cent. 

During the last year there were 
1,637 new applications for pensions 
received, while 42 deaths took place 
among pensioners. 

There were 1,456 new pensions 
granted during the year.

Reducing Accidents 


As a result of a campaign that in- | 
cluded vigorous ice-control measures, 
the City of Cleveland reduced traffic 
accident deaths by 48%. last year, 
says a writer in the February issue of 
the C-I-L Oval, the magazine of Can- 
adian Industries Limited. The reduc- 
tion represented a saving of 120 lives. 
Splendid organization, scientific treat- 
ment of the road surfaces and the co- 
operation of municipal bodies such as 
the airport and observatory weather 
bureaus are the secret of Cleveland’s 
war against the ice-hazard on city 
streets. If the weather bureaus warn 
that an unexpected drop in the tem- 
perature is due or that an ice storm 
is approaching, 45 men and 20 trucks 
proceed immediately to strategic lo- 
cations. The twenty trucks are load- 
ed with salt and the men are ready 
and waiting when the storm hits. 
Using mechanical spreaders, the force 


main thoroughfare in its charge with 
salt so quickly that four hours after 
the storm broke the road _ surfaces 
were completely clear of ice. 


Departmen: Will 
Control Warble Fly 


A community effont for the control 


!of warble flies is emphasized in a cir- 


cular to be published immediately by 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Because warble flies do not migrate 
for any considerable distance, con- 
certed effort on the part of everyone | 
within a given area willeffect almost 
complete eradication of this pest. 

The damage done by warble flies in: 
Canada is estimated at between seven j 
and fourteen million dollars annually. 
The insect not only spoils hides, but 
on account of its terrifying effect on 
cattle, it seriously reduces the yield 
of milk from dairy cows and retards 
the gains of beef cattle. 

The grubs of warble flies can be at- 
tacked by man only during the period 
of their development when they are 
imbedded in the backs of the cattle. 
At this time the application of derris 
root powder or a compound of it, 
either as a powder or a wash has been 
found most effective. The cost of; 
treatment is remarkably low and far- 
mers. are amply repaid for undertak- 
ing control measures in this way. 

It is recommended that the first 
treatment should be made when the 
lumps caused by the grubs become 
conspicuous on the backs of the | 


mals, and that second and third treat- 
ments should follow at twenty-eight- 
day intervals.

There 
must be two show windows in the 
place, both exposed to a busy street. 
Day after day, my friend and I will 
sit in these windows with our type- 
writers, and perform our regular 
daily stint: the only furniture in the 
place will be the desks and chairs we 
are using; I shall be attired in the 
black sweater, droopy seersucker 
trousers and knitted slippers in which 
I habitually work. There will be no 
sign in the windows, and we shall not 
even glance at the milling crowd out- 
side.

ANAESTHETICS 

There is a striking similarity be- 
tween the accounts of the discovery 
of vaccination, the circulation of the 
blood and of anaesthesia. All three 
[were at first received with incredulity 
|& brief period of awe and then rapid 
,acceptance. The respective discover- 
ers, Jenner, Harvey and Morton, suf- 
fered financially and the two latter 
|expertenced much personal distress. 
In their own day none had the credit 
they deserved. The United States 
and Great Britain together initiated 
the use of anaesthetics, but the re- 
cent advances in this field are divided 
between Canada, the United States 
and Germany. 

The discovery and use of anaesthet- 
ics took place with almost explosive 
rapidity. In 1844 Wells produced 
surgical anaesthesia with nitrous ox- 
ide; in 1846 Morton, a dentist of Bos- 
ton, did the same with ether, and in. 
1847, Sir James ¥. Simpson, of Edin- 
burgh introduced chloroform. By the 
end of September 1847, chloroform 
and ether were in widespread use and 
both nitrous oxide and ethyl chlor- 
ide were known to be possible anaes- 
thetics. Throughout the year 1847 
the Lancet (London) maintained a 
special column describing ‘operations 
without pain’. 

The afore-mentioned names are gen- 
erally credited with the discovery of 
one of the greatest boons to human- 
ity. 

Crawford W. Long, a rural doctor 
in Georgia who in 1842 had used ether 
in operation, had bad luck. He failed 
to publish his results until 1852 and 
thus missed the opportunity of fame. 

Many advances have been made in 
anaesthesia since their initial discov- 
ery, but it is generally agreed that 
ether, nitrous cxide and chloroform 
are together more important than all 
the other known agents. An anaes- 
thetist could manage better if confin- 
ed to these agents than he could if 
deprived of these three and allowed 
his choice of all others. 

Up to 1923, there was extraordin- 
arily little change in the drugs used 
to drown the pain of operation. Since

It has been shown, however, that 80 
cents Fort William is still definitely 
below the cost of productién, and 
therefore would hardly induce farm- 
ers to increase acreage. 

Secondly, that 50 million dollars, 
which may be the cost of the plan, is 
a lot of money. I draw attention, 
however, to the fact that the farmers 
of the West have been paying for 
many .years a bonus, in the form of 
tariff protection of between 40 and 
50 million dollars each year, to the 
manufacturers, mainly in the Hast. 

It is not, therefore, I suggest, un- 
fair for Western farmers, in their 
hour of extreme need, to ask for some 
compensation for the bonus they have 
paid to industry for so many years 
past.

The Hexagon Hog 
Brooder Just Right 


Good insulation, even temperature 
adequate ventilation and comfortably 
dry atmosphere are characteristics of 
a hexagon type hog brooder. Many 
inquiries and suggestions have been 
received regarding changes in the de- 
sign .and construction of the new hog 
broodér. Some have been referred to 
an authority who has observed the de- 

ae and operation of the brood- 
ers since the original was constructed 
six years ago. Here are some of the 
questions and the answers: 


Q.—Will a square house be cheaper? 

A.—The square or rectangular 
houses waste space in sharp corner 
J angles. 
{show condensation of moisture, and 
the entire house misses the nice bal- 
ance of heat distribution and ventila- 
tion in the hexagon. Less cutting in 
the carpentry, but no final advantage 


Q.—How about cement foundations 
jand floors? : 

A.—To start with, cement floors in- 
troduce a drainage problem, particu- 
larly in cold weather. The cement 
must be covered with wood for sleep- 
ing or farrowing guarters. The high 
death rate in young pigs last April 
was in many instances due to chilling 
cement floors after the March bliz- 
zard. The quick drop in temperature 
soon chilled*the cement pens beyond 
the ability of inside heating to main- | 
tain a safe temperature. Many A 
the young pigs developed bowel 
'trouble—a sort of intestinal ‘flu rath- 
er than lung symptoms. 

Q.—Can the house be built as a 
tight single shell and use a_ bigger 
stove to get enough heat? 

A.—No. It has been tried. Too high 
a degree of heat and too rapid air cir- 
culation are required to keep such 
houses dry, due to the condensation 
on walls and ceilings in really cold 
weather.
